“Japanese ageression without de- 
claration of war is intended to serve 
three purposes detrimental to China,” 
Chancellor Chou pointed out. “Under 
present conditions, wortd optnion ts 
that the fighting is but-a local incident 
and that treatics cannot be Invoked 
effectively against, Japan, gy 


“Without a declaration of \war, 
Japanese can freely travel in wur 
zones and elsewhere and can utilise 
traitors to obtain our military and 
political plans, 


“Since there is no declaration of

In the circumstances, nothing short 
f aw declaration of war will save the

OF 1386 B.C. 
DISCOVERED 


Earliest Crypt In 
The World 


SHRINE FOR SUN 
WORSHIP | 


Another city of Tutankhamen, 
at Sesebe, far south in Nubia, 
‘near the third cataract on the 
Nile—has been excavated by the 


-Egypt Exploration Society, 
Many of the firds, of which nu pre- 
«Vious indication hasbeen given, will 
'be shown in a specint exhibition whien 
‘will be opened at the Socicty’s Londoa 
headquarters to-day. 

The city, 4 Press representative was 
informed, contained no fewer than 
four temples, all founded by 
Akhenaten, father-in-faw of Tutank- 
hamen and creator of the menothelstic 
religion which threw all Eyypt into 
confusion. 

Three of these temples were built 
in a single block in 1386 uc. the 
forth year of Akhenaten’s reign 
when he was still worshipping many 
gods. One of them contains what is 
belleved to be the carliest crypt in the 
world, and jn It were found wall 
reliefs showing: Akhenaten and his 
Queen with, representatives of the 
older panthcon.- 

The fourth appears to have been 
originafly a-simple shrine, designed 
for the pure worship of the sun, and 
converted into an orthodox Egyptian 
temple after Tutankhiamen's . recan- 
tation had put an end to the new 


religion. 
ART “FINDS” 


The new art of the period—gener- 
ally regarded as the greatest flowering 
of Egyptian creatlveness—is repre- 
sented by two magnificent negro heads 
in low retief. 

The imprint of a child's foot, baked 
in clay, and found in ore of the 
houses of the city, muy, it is belleved, 
tell the story of an accident or injury.

READY-MADE OPINIONS 

Viscount Halffax also eraphasiyed 
the value of education, and said that 
on the domestic side the vital 
necessity for the well-being: of 
Democracy was that it should learn 
to distingulsh the genuine from the 
counterfelt in the wares submitted 
for its approval. 

He spoke of politicians who made 
promises, and sald that if citizens 
were to supply a corrective. to the 
wealcnesses of politicians they must

PEACE 


Apart from the Londen bus- 
men’s strike, which marred the 
Coronation celebrations, there 
has. been a welcome absence of 
serious labour trouble in Eng- 
land for some considerable time. 
past. True, there have been a 
number of “unofficial” stoppages 
in various industries, but these 
have not assumed large propor- 
tions. The Ministry of Labour, 
in its annual report, recently 
issued, stated that “there can be 
no doubt that the existence of 
constitutional machinery, based 
on agreements between organi- 
sations, maintained wages dur- 
ing the depression at a higher 
level than would otherwise have 
been possible and stimulated 
other means of reducing costs.” 
It-is also remarked that “the 
usual desire of workpeople to 
obtain higher wages as soon as 
there is an upward trend in in- 
dustrial conditions gives en- 
couragement to unconstitutional 
action.” The fact is further 
stressed that unofficial disputes 
“so often result in failure less 
obvious than successes here and 
there.” The: growing desire to 
extend the system of voluntary 
collective regulation of working 
conditions has given rise to a 
large number of disputes as a 
result of employers refusing to 
recognise unions, and of trade 
unionists refusing to work with 
non-unionists. It is conceded 
by the Ministry of Labour 
that such disputes are difficult 
to adjust, “as employers 
are naturally reluctant to dif- 
ferentiate between their em- 
ployees or to use their position 
to force membership of unions.” 
On the other hand, it is added, 
there was on both sides an in- 
creased desire shown during the 
year to make voluntary agree- 
ments generally effective. There 
can be no doubting the point 
that trade unionism has so 
developed in Britain and become 
such an. essential clement in 
collective bargaining that ample 
means exist for the peaceful 
adjustment. of such disputes as 
arise. The resort to strikes, 
except as a’ Inst resort In the 
event of employers being un- 
reasonable, is no longer justified. 
Happily, there is growing use 
made of the machinery provided 
for’ adjustment of differences 
when they happen to arise. Un- 
constitutional methods usually 
serve to aggravate trouble 
rather than to compose dis- 
agreements. British trade union 
Ieaders are fully. conscious of 
this fact, which is also apparent 
to the great ‘majority of the 
workers. Nobody gains, in the 
long run, from policies based on 
n refusal to acknowledge hard 
facts; and that Is a lesson 
which would appear to have 
been learned -by, employers and 


employed alike.

The Govern- 
“ment will buy the land as a per- 
mancnt site, but the munfclpalities 
must plan and = exploit their 
centres. The Government will also 
‘help in the purchase of equlp- 
ment, so that cach centre may 
have a first-class gymnasium, 
proper hygienic arrangements, 
with shower baths, and so on. 


F ONSIEUR LEO LA- 
GRANGE has already 
put this scheme Into 

operation, and everywhere town 
councils are responding to his 
nation-wide broadcast appeal ‘or 
their help. : 

Acompulsory State “ Sports Cer- 
tiflcate " has been created, so that 
eventually every French child, girls 
and boys allke, must be able to 
pass rudimentary sports tests just 
ns they have to pass other school 
and college examinations. There 
is a campaign to make swimming a 
compulsory part of the school cur- 
riculum.

I KNOW, as all pilots know, that 
we cunnot make Britain or any 
other country safe from acrial anni- 
hilation. 

Give me a squadron of up-to-date 
night bombers, und I would guarantee 
to run the gauntlet of the finest sir 
defence force in the world (the 
French), and bomb effectively any 
elty they tried to protect. They could 
keep me out by day, but at night 
they might as well try to stop the 
advance of a thunderstorm. 

The sky Is a big place. [ have 
spent the last 25 years flying about 
in it, and I know. 

If all the alrcraft agreed to fly ut 
one altitude, of course they could be 
spotted night or day. But they won't, 
They may be only 2° hundred feet 
about the rooftops, or they may be 
anything up to fifty thousand feet in 
the alr, or they may zoom from one 
to the other in a matter of scconds. 

Clouds, wrenths of mist, and 
shadows from clouds make the sky a 
welrd place at night. Scouting 
machines cun roar past within a few 
dozen feet of 1 pig bomber, and 
never see it. Searchlights would be 
splendid to pick out baligons, but an 
acroplane travelling at four hundred 
miles an hour js another matter.
